The first regular session of the 
eighth annual convention of the Sun- 
day School association of Alberta 
opened this morning at nine o'clock 
in the First Presbyterian church. The 
attendance was the largest since the 
establishment of the association in 
1902. There are present over 200 
visiting delegates from all parts of 
the province and this number is con- 
siderably increased by . those from 
Edmonton and Strathcona. The six- 
teen Sunday: Schoo) districts of the 
Province are ail fully represented. 
For months past the present conven- 
tion has been looked forward to as 
the most successful in the Province 
and this morning’s session left no 
doubt on the minds of those in at- 
tendance that such will be the case. 

d morning the magn auditor- 
ium of the church was filled to its ca- 
pacity. The chair was occupied by 
the president, Rev. A. C. Farrell, of 
Medicine Hat, and before the sess‘en 
was formally opened a quarter hour 
recita] waa given on the handsome 
néw pipe organ by the organist Prof. 
‘Watts: Two large banners bearing 
the inscriptions: ‘Vision, Vigor, 
Victory” and “Christ, Home, Coun- 
by were hung across the front of 

organ and from the gallery. 

The feature o] the morning session 
was the splendid address by Marion 
Lawrance on “The Spnday School 
Teacher Teaching.’ This world-wide 
Sunday Schoo! worker spoke for three 
quarters of an hour and held the close 
attention of the audience as he spoke 
of the work to which he has given ‘his 
life.

The Welcome Tea. , 

The first guns of, the convention 
were boomed Wednesday evening in 
the Thistle ‘Rink when the delegates 
sat down toa tea served by the women 
of the local churches. A glance over 
the scene showed that the convention 
would undoubtedly be the largest ever 
held in this city in point of numbers 
and that the enthusiasm of both de- 
legates and local Sunday school work- 
ers could scarcely be surpassed. «ne 
attendance at the tea was entirely 
beyond expectations there being be- 
tween six and seven hundred pre- 
sent. Tables had to be spread several 
times during the evening so that all 
might be served. ; 

After the tea President A. C. Farrell 
ot Medicine Hat, delivered a brief 
impressive address, vailing upon 11 
the Sunday School representatives to 
enter into the convention in the pro- 
per spirit so that the fullest blessing 
might be obtained. Addresses oi wel- 
come were extended by Mayor Lee 
on behalf of the city and by Arch. 
deacon Gray and A. Butcart on be- 
half of the Edmonton Sunday schools. 
Dr. Scott of Calgary, suitably replied 
to the courtesies extended.

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With the end of the present week 
the first year of the operation of the 
Ediponton Radia) Railway will have 
come to a close. The year has been 
a unique one in the annals of street 
car operation in many ways. 

In the twelve apn itch almost a mil- 
lion and eight hundred thousand 
persons have been carried and not 
one of them has been injued. There 
have been practically no accidents, 
and two or three wagons slightly in- 


jured in collisions have been the 
only damages as the result of the 
operation of the system, 

From a financial standpoint, the 


record will be almost as remarkable. 
It is something more than passing 
strange that in the first year of the 
running of a street railway, exepndi- 
ture and receipts should be — kept 
about even, but this has been the 
case in the Edmonton street railway, 
and the year’s financial statement 
will probably show a small balance 
on the right side, 

Lack of Power a Handicap. 
When it is taken into consideration 
that the lack of power since the first 
of November, 1908, has been a tre- 
mendous handicap, that for hours, 
and sometimes for days, in almost 
every month of the twelve, the cars 
have stood idle, owing to the ab- 
sence of electric energy, with con- 
ductors and motormen drawing 
their pay, while no receipts were 
coming in, it is almost too much to 
expect that operations should be car- 
ried on with a profit, Such, how- 
ever, is the surprising fact, and it is 
learned on good authority that the 
financia] statement, to be issued 
shortly by Superintendent Taylor, 
will be a most gratifying one to the 
citizens, and more especially so to 
those who have looked to th. street 
railway to give another demonstra: 
tion of the success of municipa) 
ownership of public utilities in Ed 
monton. 

Many Passengers Carried. 
The books of the department show 
that during the twelve months there 
have been carried, approximating the 
totals for the remainder of this week 
and Sunday, 1,798,248 passengers, 
The largest total of any one day 
was 13,801, on October Ist, the day 
of the laying of the corner stone of 
the new Parliament Buildings. 
The total gross receipts for the 
twelve months are in the vicinity of 
$75,000. .

These statis- 
ties, which are the latest available, 
show that in number of passengers 
carried Edmonton oceupies sixteenth 
place, out of th? fifty-three, end in 
gross receipts twenty-first place.

Almost One Million and Eight Hundred Thousand Passengers Carried— 
Despite Lack of Power and Frequent Ties Up the Department Wil) 
About Break Even on Expenditures and Receipts.

From Two Cars.to Ten. 

Operations were started early last 
November, and at first only two cars 
were run between Ninth street and 
the car barns, on Syndicate avenue. 
Then came the operation through 
Norwood to Alberta avenue and west 
to 2ist street. On December Sth the 
Strathcona service was inaugurated, 
with one car at first, then two and 
now three are in continuous service 
in the afternoons.and evenings on 
the interurban line. 

From two cars in the first month 
there are now tei in continuous 
operation, When: the system was 
inaugurated in November, 1908, there 
| were eleven miles of track, aad now 
there are fifteen miles, The full 
stock of the system is twelve pas- 
sengers cars and®orders have been 
placed for six more large cars. In 
addition to these, there are a large 
sweeper and freight car and a_ big 


sprinkler, 

Immediately upon the new power 
being supplied, by the middle of 
November at the latest, the First 


street and Vermilion avenue route 
will be put into operation, with a 
car running over it to the corner of 
First and Jasper. This will add to 
the mileage as well as ta the receipts. 
The street railway starts upon the 
second year of its operation under 
the most favorable circumstance?. 
'In a few days there will be an elun- 
dance of power for operation, bring- 
ing faster cars, greater mileage and 
better accommodation. The result 
will be qreatly increased receipts, 
The next twelve months will also 
see a freight service inaugurated. 
The seoond year should thus show an 
even better record than the one just 
closing. Inder continued judicious 
management there is no reason why 
this should not be the chse. 


GRAIN RATES ON A. B. C. ROUTE. 


Petition .is Presented to Railway 
Commission at Vancouver. 


Varcouver, Oct. 27.—Representa- 
tives, professional, civic’ and rural, 
from Dawson down to the internation- 
al boundary, greeted the railway com- 
mission at its session in the city hall 
today, The various applications were 
discussed and considered with such 
rapidity that the commission conelud- 
ed their work this afternoon and will 
proceed to Victoria tomorrow 

Late this afternoon the Vancouver 
board of trade presented a petition 
dealing with the question of freight 
and grain rates from Calgary, Coun- 
cillors of survey, Langley and Burn- 
aby took up most of the time this 
morning in complaints against the 
Great Northern and the V. V. & E., of 
inadequate service and station and 
crossing facilities. Upon four of these 
the board o? officials will report. The 
commissioner's orders will follow, 

F. T. Congdon, M. P., of Yukon, 
brought up the question of she White 
Pass and_ Yukon route, and presented 
the position of the Dawson (board of 
trade with regard ty it. But than ques- 
tion was adjourned for furher con- 
sideration at Ottawa. Congdon main- 
tains that northern rates are too high. 

From Vancouver's point of view, the 
‘most important questions considered 
at this morning’s session were the 
city’s request for crossings over the ©. 
P. R. at Clark drive and Point Greys 
opposition to the crossing of Granville 
street by the branch from the Lulu 
Island line into Shaughnessay 
Heights. The first was adjourned for 
decision at this afternoon's session, to 
see whether the railway had any 
other proposition to submit. In the 
second case the commissioners decided 
in favor of the railway.

INPOST OFFICE REPORT 


re Has Been a Steady 


Since 1900 


tncrea@ in Use of Money Orders 
—Toremto Leads Canadian Cities 
in RécBiptse—18 New Postal Sav- 
ings nks Established. 

Ottawa, @ct, 27.—In addition to the 


figures as to the revenue and expen- 
diture and the increase in the quan- 
tity of mail handled, the annual re- 
port. of the Postmaster General con- 
tains a great deal of interesting infor- 
mation. The figures fur 1900-1909 
period indicate a steady increase in 
the use of money orders and postal 
notes. In 1900 on'y $17,499,045 were 
transmitted jn this way. Since then 
there has been a steady increase, year 
by year, the money transmissions for 
the year ending June 30, 1909, totall- 
ing no less a sum than $57,740,622. 

During the year ‘there was an in- 
crease of 18 in the number of post 
office savings banks. There was, how- 
ever, during the year, a falling away 
of 9,796 in the number of depositors 
and of $2,873.800 in the amount of 
deposits which totalled $45,190,484 . 

Increase in Letters. 

The total number of letters posted 
during the year was 414,301,000 and 
of these 91,108 were sent to the dead 
letter office, or one in every 4,547, The 
proportion Sit unpaid letters sent to 
the dead letter office is steadily de- 
creasing. In 1896 jt was one in every 
364 letters mailed. 

Toronto is the banner Canadian city 
in the matter of gross postal revenue, 
he total fcr the year being $1,513,310, 
Monreal was a bad second, with re- 


ceipts of $963,729. Winnipeg takes 
third place with ,a gross income of 
$530,385. Figures for other well 


known Canadian cities were: Quebec, 
$152,324; Ottawa, $199,394; Hamilton, 
$184,746; London, $141,985; Port Ar- 
thur, $21,560; Fort William, $24,679;

Must Have Our Own Line. 

A remarkable sequel to the deputa- 
tion which waited upon the govern- 
ment last week to ask for its subsidy 
to the Canadian steamship line from 
Atiantic ports to Australia, came to 
Ottawa today in a report from J. 8. 
Larke, trade commissioner ap Sidney, 
N. 8. W. He reports that, the congress 
of chambers of commerce of the Em- 
pire was a great success and that Can- 
adian delegate more than held their 
own. He adds a» business man in New 
Zeland cabled to the Canadian dele- 
gates asking them to request congress 
wo pass a resolution favoring a Cana- 
dian subsidy to a direct line from At- 
lantic ports on the ground that the 
New York shipping and the steamship 
commission had put up rates on Can- 
adian freight, and that the only sal- 
vation for the Canadian trade was a 
Canadian line, Unfortunately the re- 
quest came too late, and no action 
was taken.

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DROWNED IN PUBLIC FOUNTAIN 


Intoxicated Man Falls Into Two Feet 
of Water. 


Montreal, Oct, 26.—An extraordin- 
ary fatality oceurred here this even- 
ing when an unknown man was 
drowned in the fountain on Victoria 
Square, in the very heart of the city 
shortly after nine. The man, evident- 
ly a laborer, had been seen by car- 
ters at the cab stand an hour before, 
evidently very drunk, and with 
friends, who, after making ineffectual 
efforts to get him to go home, ' ad 
left him. Nothing more was seen of 
the man until a little girl today teld 
one of the cabmen that she had seen 
a body floating in the pond. Two 
carters hastened to the spot and == w 
a body floating face downward in :he 
water, which is about two feet deep, 
They, with a policeman, dragged tne 
body out found it was the drunken 
man they had seen before. He hal 
evidently sat on the coping, falling 
into the water and been too overcome 
with liquor to help himself. Tha 
body was taken to the morgue, but 
nothing was found on his clothes 
which could aid in identification,

TRAINS TO RUN FASTER 


Faster Tir» \vill Be Made on All the 
Trains ot This Line When the New 
Time Table Goes Into Effect on 
Nexi dunday. 


The fall time table of the C. & E. 
line will go into effect next Sunday 
and will result in a faster service in 
al! the trains in operation between 
Strathcona and Calgary This has 
been the object of the C.P.R. for éome 
time back and continued improvement 
of the road bed has been made with 
that end in view. 

Officials of the company have stat- 
ed that the time between the two 
cities, 192 miles apart, will be reduc 
ed within the next year te five and 
a half hours. The times made up to 
the present range from eight hous 
to seven and a half hours. The re 


duetion te go into effect next Sunday 
will be a step towards the minimum 
ae to which the company ia en- 
favoring to attain. 

Trains Southbound. 

By the new time table the south- 
bound train in the morning will leave 
Strathcona at half-past eight, instead 
of twenty-five minutes after eight, as 
at present, It will reach Calgary at 
four o'clock, instead of a quarter afte: 


four, as at present 
Ou this train there is a saving of 
twenty minutes. The run is now 


made in seven hours and fifty min- 
utes. The new time will give a 
seven hours and a halt run, 

The afternoon southbound train will 
leave Strathcona at three o'clock, as 
at present, but will reach Oalgary at 
a quarter after ten, instead of twenty 
to eleven, as at present, On this 
run there is a saving of twenty-five 
minutes, 

Trains Northbound. 

The morning train northbound will 
leave Calgary at eight o'clock, as at 
present, but will reach Strathcona at 


hali-past three, instead of four 
o'clock. On this run there will be 
a saving of half an hour. 

The * afternoon train northbound 
will leave Calgary ata quarter to 
three, instead of two o'clock, as at 


present, and will reach Strathcona 


at ten o’clock, instead of twenty to 
ten.

‘AN UNKNOWN MAN KILLED 
Mangied CPR. 


Remains Found on 
Tracks at Regina. 


Regina, Oct. 27.—The mangled body 
af a young man was found lying 
alongside the trac! near the C.P.R, 
water tank this evening. There was 
nothing on the body by which’ 't 
could be identified, and the head was 
so mangled as to be unrecognizable. 
Though not definitely known, it is be- 
lhieved the man was run down by 
extra freight No, 596 and an enquiry 
is being made at Moose Jaw to as- 
certain whether the train shows marks 
to bear this out, The body is that 
of a young man ebout 25 years old, 
clean shaven, with dark hair, 5 ‘ee% 
eight inches in height, and weigh- 
ing 140 pounds. In his pockets were 
$73 and a gold filled Waltham watch 


bearing the initials J. M., case No 
505,820, made in 1967. The move- 
ment is No, 13,175,608. 

At a late hour tonight the body 


was seen by toe conductor ana brake- 
man of the C.P.R. train working be- 
tween here and Brandon, the engin- 
eer of which a man named Chas, an- 
gram, is niissing, though ordered out 
for duty early this evening. The men 
were unable to positively identify the 
body, though inclined to believe that 
it was that of Ingram, who was a 
stranger with no friends in the city. 
Ingram is said to have a brother em- 
ployed in the Winnipeg electric light 
‘department and steps will be taken 
to see if he can identify the body.

GAS WELL AT PELICAN 


Flow of Gas Which tas Beon Surning 
Eleven Years Successfully SPHpped 
by Wm. Pearce § the Provirtcial 
Public Works Department—Gas Was 


Discovered by W. A. Fraser, the 
Novelist. a 
Wm Pearce, well inspector for the 


department of public works and R. W. 
Ginter, natural gas expert of Edmon- 
tom, have returned from Velican Rapids 
on the lower Athabasca river, where 
they have effectively stopped the flow 
of natural gas which has been escaping 
for practically eleven years, 

Last July Mr. Pearce was sent by 
Deputy Minister John Stocks to make 
an inepection of the gas flow on behalf 
of K. W. Broek, of the Geological 
beanch of the department of the inter- 
ior at Ottawa. Mr, Pearce recommended 
that the flow could be effectively stop- 
ped and that it could be done without 
very much trouble, 

The vésuit was that Mr. Pearce and 
Mr. Ginter arrived at the Pelican 
Rapids on October 3 and by October 12 
the werk was completed. Gas was found 
tu be escaping from six pipes of different 
sims an@ in addition a great flow of 
water. The individual pipes wore cap- 
ped and ovor all was put a ten-inch pipe 
with the spaces between filled ap with 
concrete, The caps did not fit as pro- 
liked 
and there was still a pereeptible leak- 
age but a decided change in the weather 
made it necessary that the party return 
to Athabasca Landing without further 
delay. t

years ago by W. A. Fraser, now a

OR “ANOTRER MELON.” 
Editor Bulletin, 

Sir,—Having read carefully youn 
interesting, leading article in the is- 
sue of Tuesday, wherein you quote
